Hal F. Hentz, 44, of 1327 Peach- 
tree street, noted architect and 
prominent figure in local circles, is 
in Piedmont hospital and may lose his 
right foot as the result of a hunting 


trip in which @n accident occurred 


near Patonton, Ga., Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

He was rushed to Atlanta in a 
Macon ambulance, where all avail- 
able medical treatment was rendered. 

The accident occurred about I11 
o'clock Tuesday morning after Mr. 
Hentz left the city for a bird hunt- 
ing trip to Putnam county in the 
early morning. 

Arriving at Eatonton, he, with two 
relatives started ont on the bird 
hunt. After walking several miles 
and watching the dogs range the field 
for quail—the dogs pointed. Guns 
were drawn in readiness when the 
dogs should flush the covey.

Talmadge Charges ‘Gross 


in Refusing To Approve 
Expense Vouchers. 


Legal. proceedings to force Eugene 
Talmadge, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, to approve expense vouchers in 
the state bureau of entomology loom 
as a result of a controversy that de- 
veloped at a session of the state board 
which ended Tuesday and at which 
Commissioner Talmadge announced he 
would not approve vouchers for the 
department for “purposes not author- 
ized by law.” 

In a statement issued after the meet- 
ing of the board, Commissioner Tal- 
madge charged “gross inefficiency and 


extravagance” in the department 
which is operated under the direction 
of E. Lee Worsham, state ento- 
mologist. 

Almost simultaneously a statement 
was issued by J. . Hogg, of Buena 
Vista, and Dr. L. B. Veeder, Cornelia, 
associate members of the board of en- 
tomology, in which they charge that 
the whole controversy grew out of 
the question of whether one man is 
to run the board or whether there are 
to be three yotes on the board. They 
cite an Opinion handed down by At- 
torney General George M. Napier, in 
support of their position. 

The statement of Commissioner Tal- 
madge was issued after a two-day ses- 
sion of the board attended by the com- 
missioner, who is ex-officio chairman; 
Dr. Lyman Veeder, of Cornelia, and 
J. P. Hogg, of Buena Vista. Com- 
missioner Talmadge charged that one 
of the members of the board is em-

The maximum rate to be 
charged on the Buckhead-Oglethorpe 
line north of Buckhead is fixed at 16 
cents or 10 tickets or tokens for $1. 
The maximum fare to be charged from 
Buckhead to all points on the Buck- 
head-Oglethorpe line north of Buck- 
hear is to be 10 cents cr 15 tickets or 
tokens for $1. The maximum fare 
to be charged between Fisher's avenue 
and the River terminus shall be five 
cents, which does not include any 
transfer to the main river car line. 

The inereases are granted on the 
stipulation that the company accept 
the proposal that tickets for school 
children shall be sold at the rate of 
20 for $1. These tickets are to be 
honored on school days during school 
hours in the seven-mile zone in the 
city of Atlanta with the usual trans- 
fer privileges. The company is per- 
mitted to fix reasonable rules and 
regulations covering identification of 
ticket holders, such rules to be sub- 
ject to the approval of the commis- 
sion. | 

The commission quoted a part of 
the Beeler report on the street rail- 
way operations in Atlanta and also 
quoted at length from its audit of 
the properties of the company. The 
valuation of $20,900, gave. the 
company a net income of 3.8 per 
cent in 1926, according to the cum- 
mission.

From other teachers, it was learn- 
ed that they have expected the school 
board to take action along the lines 
acted upon Tuesday at the called ses- 
sien. Some teachers even expected 
that a cut of around 15 per cent might 
be forecast, but all asserted that they, 
looked to the city government and the 
people of Atlanta to pay them in full 
for the work they have done. 

W. D. Hoffman, president of the 
current expenditures committee of the 
school board, Tuesday night said that 
the only hope of decreasing the short- 
age of funds which now stares the 
board in the face will be an unpre- 
cedented payment of 1927 taxes. He: 
held little hype for bringing the short- 
age under £1000 and said that it 
might reach $22,000; This, he esti- 
mated, would mean a general cut of 
10 per cent in all salaries. 

“We are treating all tlike,” Mr., 
Hoffman asserted. “Superintendent 
Willis A. Sutton, all employees, all | 
teachers, and even the janitors must 
take the cut alike.

Any sound and workable proposal to 
help the farmer will have the earnest 
support of the government.

The new members have 
demonstrated their ability in the field 
of agricultural finance in the exten- 
sive operations of the war | finance 
corporation. Three joint-stock banks 
have gone .into receivership. It is

Very recently several of the New 
England states have suffered some- 
what similarly from heavy rainfall 
and high water.

The Red Cross is generous- 
ly understaking what is needed for 
immediate relief, repair and  recon- 
struction of houses, restocking of do- 
mestic animals, and food, clothing, and 
shelter.

Notable increases in appropriations 
for the several major functions per- 
formed by the department of the in- 
terior on behalf of the Indians have 
marked the last five years. In that 
time, successive annual increases in ap- 
propriations for their education total 
$1,804,525; for medical care, $578,- 
000; and for industrial advancement, 
$205,000; or $2,582,325 more than 
would have been spent in the same 
period on the basis of appropriatiofis 
for 1923 and the preceding years. 

The needs along health, educa- 
tional, industrial and social lines, how- 
ever, are great and the budget esti- 
mates for 1929 include still further in- 
creases for Indian administration. 

To advance the time when the In- 
dians may become self-sustaining, it 
is my belief that tlhe federal govern- 
ment should continue to improve the 
facilities for their care, and as rapidly 
as possible turn its responsibility over 
to the states.

After more than two generations of 
constant debate, our country adopted 
a system of national prohibition under 
all the solemnities involved in an 
amendment to the federal constitution. 
In obedience to this mandate the con- 
gress and the states, with one or two 
notable exceptions, have passed _re- 
quired Jaws for its administration and 
ehforcement. This imposes upon the 
citizenship of the country, and es- 
pecially on all. public officers, not only 
the duty to enforce, but the obligation 
to observe the sanctions of this con- 
stitutional provision and its resulting 
laws. If this condition could be se- 
cured, all question coneerning prohibi- 
tion would cease. The fedetal govern- 
ment is making every effort to ac- 
complish these results through careful 
organization, large appropriations and 
ailministrative effort, Smuggling has 
been greatly cut down, the larger 
sources of supply for illegal sale have 
been checked, and by means of 
junction and vriminal prosecution the 
process of enforcement is .being ap- 
plied. The same vigilance on the part 
of local governments would render 
these efforts much more successful.
